O,  if  we  could  only  get  more  of 
our  Christian  people  to  realise 
wbat  they  are  missing  hy  not  sies- 
ing  the  golden  opportunity,  and 
should  not  the  increase  in  our  op 
portunity  increase  our  contribu- 
tions accordingly  ? 

In  wealth  we  are  second  to  no 
nation,  and  if  we  were  only  willing 
to  deny  ourselves  more  we  could 
soon  lift  our  nation  as  a standard 
to  the  world  for  Christianity.  'Tie 
true  we  have  so.ne  very  destitute 
fields  of  labor  for  missionaries  at 
our  very  doors.  Louisiana,  for  in- 
stance, in  places,  has  fifty  Catho- 
lics to  every  one  Baptist,  and  in 
some  districts  ot  Home  Mission 
fields  churches  and  Sunday-Schools 
are  as  tar  as  fifty  miles  apart. 

In  the  mountains  west  of  Sauls- 
bury,  North  Carolina,  there  are  not 
less  than  six  thousand  of  the  host 
of  silent  Baptists.  ‘‘Religiously  they 
are  as  pious  as  any,  and  doctrinal- 
ly  sounder  than  most.”  But  in  re- 
al work  and  seal  for  the  salvation 
of  the  world,  and  in  the  reliabili- 
ties  as  soldiers  of  the  cross,  they 
represent  inertia — God  cannot  de- 
pend on  them. for  the  advancement 
of  his  kingdom.  They  arc  Baptist 
— brethren — apart  from  us,  and 
they  have  power,  but  no  control 
over  their  power. 

Niagara  bad  power  it  gave 
nature  grandeur  to  see  the  tremen- 
dous power,  but  it  bad  no  control 
over  its  power  until  a Buffalo  com- 
pany harnessed  its  power  and 
trained  it  to  channels  of  usefulness 
and  now  furnishes  bis  electric 
lights  to  three  cities.  Does  this 
suggest  any  application? 

Why  not  by  our  denials  and  con- 
tributions send  missionaries  to  har- 
ness the  power  of  our  silent  breth- 
ren and  make  of  them  a far  more 
brilliant  light  than  any  produced 
by  Niagara’s  power — a Christian 
light  that  will  send  its  rays  into 
every  remote  corner  of  that  moun- 
tainous region 

Will  wo  do  this  or  will  we  sit  at 
ease  while  the  Morman’s  and  other 
denominations  are  snatcbiog  the 
crown  from  our  heads. 

Just  think  of  400  Mormons  now 
traveling  through  our  Home  Mis 
sion  district,  and  unless  we  rally 
we  will  have  a miniature  Utah 
here  in  our  midst.

The  believer’s  union  with  Christ 
is  difficult  to  explain  in  abstract 
terms.  Its  meaning  is  much  moro 
clearly  set  forth  by  the  illustration 
which  Jesus  used  on  this  occasion. 
Wo  must  not  expect  the  figure  to 
correspond  with  what  it  sets  forth 
in  every  detail.  Our  L^rd  gives  us 
the  points  ol  correspondence.  lie 
is  the  vino  supplying  the  vital 
force;  the  disciplos  are  the  branch- 
es deriving  their  life  from  the  vine; 
the  Father  is  the  husbandman,  or 
vino-grower,  taking  away  the  fruit- 
less branches  and  pruning  the  fruit- 
ful ones.  The  believer’s  union 
with  Christ  so  strikingly  set  forth 
by  this  beautiful  figure  is  one  of 
the  profoundest  teachings  of  the 
New  Testament,  ono  repeatedly 
emphasized  by  our  Lord  and  ono  | 
which  constitutes  the  key  to  the 
writings  of  Paul.

Still  another  blessing  set  forth 
is,  that  on  account  of  (he  things 
here  spoken  the  joy  which  was 
characteristic  of  Jesus  Christ 
might  also  characterize  the  disci- 
ples united  to  him.  Not  only  that, 
but  this  joy  might  be  perfected  in 
them.  Jesus  was  a man  of  sorrows  1,1 
but  at  the  same  time  was  filled  P1 
with  a joy  higher  than  earth  could  fa 
give.  Th:s  joy  the  believer  may 
claim  if  united  fo  him.  It  is  a joy 
dependent  upon  harmony  of  rela  p 
tionship,  the  possession  of  which  is 
an  unspeakable  bleesing.

Many  readers  of  the  old  Baptist  Record 
will  grieve  to  kn  ur  that  our  dear  s;ster, 
Mrs.  Hattie  A.  Fairchild,  has  been  called 
away  from  her  labors  amongst  us  Her 
gifted  pen  often  enriched  the  columns  of 
that  paper,  as  many  recall,  and  her  elo- 
quent ^leas  for  the  care  and  support  of  our 
aged  and  disabled  ministers  will  not  soon 
be  forgotten.  Her  death  occurred  in  the 
city  ol  New  Orleans  on  the  3nd  of  March 
last,  in  which  city  she  had  recently  made 
her  home. 

Sist«i  Fairchild  was  the  third  daughter 
of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  Autly,  people  of 
blessed  memory  to  many  in  Mississippi. 
Elder  Autly  was  long  a prominent  and  use- 
ful minister  in  Centifcl  Miasis.ippi,  and  Sis- 
ter Autley,  who  still  survives,  one  of  the 
noblest  of  preacher’s  wives. 

Our  Sister’s  married  life  with  the  hus- 
band of  her  youth,  Mr  Hilton  Fairchild, 
was,  as  is  common  with  all  women  who 
recognize  their  rightful  sphere,  full  of  affec- 
tion, industry,  usefulness  and  happiness.
